Edmonton Town Planning Commission Tuesday after- 
noon approved a long range plan for the development of the 
city and country civic centre of the city of Edmonton, and 
directed that the plan be sent to the city council for approval 
and the passage of the necessary bylaw to give effect to the 


planning. 

The plan is prepared by Cecil 
S. Burgess, M.R.LA.C., A.RLB.A., 
professor emeritus ef architecture 
at the University of Alberta, and 
is designed to establish a mag- 
nificent country and civic centre 
of the city ef Edmonton This 
centre will be grouped on the 
property lying between the Can- 
adian National Railways and the 
Post Office and McLeod block 
corners and will include a new 
federal building, city hall, audi- 
torium, civic centre, art gallery 
and other buildings in addition to 
considerable extension of present 
parking facilities for farmers and 
visitors to the city, 

The Burgess plan provides for a 
long range and a temporary de- 
velopment of the country and civic 
centre, and is formulated to pro-

BONUS CONSOLIDATION 


May Give Higher 
Price For Wheat

OTTAWA, Jan. 14.—There is better than a fifty-fifty 
chance that the various bonuases, now paid to prairie farm- 
ers, will be consolidated this year into a higher price for 
wheat. The cabinet has not yet dealt with the 1942 wheat 
policy so that to mention a price is pure guesswork. There 
is talk, however, of a price of 90 cents per bushel, instead of 


70 cents per bushel. 


The chances of the higher price 
will depend to a great extent on 


whether the present subsidies can 
be dropped. A proposal to obtain 
*90 cents plus the full existing sub- 
aldies would seem very optimistic. 
There are continuing features, 
however, of past subsidies which 
could not easily be dropped. The 
discussion going on hore takes the 
line that a price increase would be 


* much easier to get if all subsidies 
| which can be dropped without vio- 


lation of contract are dropped. 
The argument for the higher price 
is that while the income of the 
prairie provinces in 194! is weil 
above what has beer icgarded as the 
minimum-although slightly lower 
than in 1940—it is not evenly dis- 
tributed. The wheat farmers are 
very badly off while the mixed

The urgent ap of

ic and the reason for con- 
‘tinued Japanese successes at 
the end of the fifth week of 
the war. 

That ts the difficulty of deliv- 
ering sufficient supplies, especial- 
ly airplanes, soon enough to off- 
set Japanese superiority. The 
time element heavily favors the 
Japanese. They attacked by sur- 
prise and Britain and the United 
States had to start from scratch’as 
of Dec. 7, fir organising rein- 
forcements and then livering 
them over long and hasardous 
routes. 

The supplies now are arriving, 
with more on the way. The question 
is whether the Japanese can be 
held off in Malaya and the East 
Indies until] the united nations are 
sufficiently equipped to take the of- 
fensive. The Japanese hope to have 
Singapore and be firmly establisned 
in. the islands before the real allied 
strength can make itself felt 


MADE MORE DIFFICULT 

In that case, the task of driving 
them out would be trebly difficult. 
The allies would lack bases and 
might have to operate from Aus- 
tralia. The fall of Singapore would 
threaten the Indian Ocean line of

However. even if Singapore ig 
taken, the Dutch Indies might be 


capable of holding the fort for a 
considerable time. The Dutch are 
fighting hard and as part of the 
unified war effort, struck at the foe 
today in British Sarawak, East 
Berneo and even the Philippines.

Russian troops were re- 
ported advancing within 100 
miles of Hitler’s winter head- 
quarters at Smolensk today, 
while in the south Red army 
forces were pictured as 
storming at the outer gates 
of Kharkov in the Ukraine. 

Soviet military dispatches said 
collapse of a German wing de- 
fending a flank of the Moscow- 
to-Moshaisk highway had knock- 
ed out the Germans’ “last sone 
of positional warfare” before 
Moscow and that “the whole front 
is now in motion.” 

The Russians declared that Hit- 
ler’s reeling armies had lost 200,000 
killed between Nov, 16 and Jan. 6, 
with 20,000 slain in recent fighting 
in the Donetz river industrial basin. 
BATTER AT MOZHAISK 

Soviet troops were described as 
now battering heavily against Ger- 
man defences at Mozhaisk itself, 
57 miles west of Moscow, where a 
Nazi garrison of 100,000 men still 
held out despite the danger of being 
trapped by Russian pincers closing 
in from the north and south. 

German military quarters ac- 
knowledged that the Russians 
had broken into Moshaisk lines 
Sunday, but asserted they were 
dislodged in a counter-attack 
which cost the Russians 300 dead. 
Dispatches from Moscow, Vichy 
and London pieced out a picture of 
heavy thrusts against the Germans 
through which: 

Red army men recaptured Kirov, 
a strategic rail junction 150 miles 
southeast. of Moscow, in. fighting 
which littered the streets with Ger- 
man dead; 

Gorokhovo, in the vital Mozhaisk 
sector, 250 miles west of Moscow, 
was recaptured; 

Straya Russa, near Lake Jimen, 
130 miles south of Leningrad, was 
restored to Russian control 
through the withdrawal of the 
German garrison under pincer 
pressure; 

Soviet soldiers pressed within 12 
miles of Kharkoy, the Donetz Basin 
industrial centre, 400 miles below 
Moscow. 

Russian cavalrymen newly landed 
in the Crimea were reported to be 
raiding German positions at Kara- 
subazar, 25 miles northeast of 
Simferopol, and driving northeast- 
ward toward the Perekop isthmus 
from the Feodtsiya area while para- 
chute troops struck at behind-the- 
lines objectives,

Effective One Month 


Proclamation of a one-month moratorium, effective im- 
mediately, on all private debts incurred prior to July 1, 1936, 
was announced Wednesday morning by Premier William 
Aberhart. 

The order-in-council was passed by the government on 
Tuesday. 

The proclamation calls for a moratorium for one 
month which will be until after the legislative session 
opens on January 29, in order to give the legislature time 
to consider new debt legislation. 


New debt legislation definitely will be considered at the 
coming session, it was announced by the premier. 

This action of the government was taken as result of 
the disallowance on January 10 of the Orderly Payment of 
Land Debts Act, by Hon. Mr. Justice G. B. O'Connor of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta, and disallowance of the Debt 


Adjustment Act by the Supreme Court of Canada. 


WOUNDS NEIGHBOR 


Man Runs Amok 
Then Kills Self 


Rutining amok in a sudden, insane rage early Wednes- 
day, Stanley Dobros, farmer of the Home Glen district, seri- 
ously wounded a neighboring farmer, then returned to his 
farm, burned down the farm house and ended his own life 
with a rifle bullet. The report was received by Supt. John 
Bird of the Edmonton detachment of the R.C.M.P. 


The wounded farmer is H. C. 
Neilsen, who was shot in the arm 
by Dobros, while he was working 
“inthe barn on his property. The 
bullet lodged close to the bone just 
below the elbow. 

Const. Finger, of the R.C.M.P., 
Ponoka detachment, who is conduct- 
ing the investigation, could not give 
any reason for the attack on Neilsen. 
He reported that Dobros had appar- 
ently gone berserk in a fit of in- 
sanity. 


FIRES AT FARMER 

According to early police reports, 
Dobros proceeded to Neilsen’s farm 
at about 10:30 a.m. and hurrying un- 
observed across the fields, he made 
for the barn where Neilsen was 
working. Police state that he saw 
the farmer through a crack in the 
barn, and taking aim fired. 

Returning to his own property, 
Dobros set fire to the farm home 
and as it blazed fiercely he retired 
te the barn and ended his life with 
the same weapon with which he 
wounded his neighbor. 

Neilsen was attended by _ Dr. 
Byers, who is coroner at Ponoka. 

Consts. Christopher and Finger, 
together with Dr. Byers, are con- 
tinuing the investigation. No inquest 
has been arranged as yet.

eau coal mine here Oct, 31 was 
not caused either by coal dust or 
by defective explosives, 

One other mutual admission was 
made by all the lawyers except C. 
M. Macleod, Edmonton, counsel for 
the Alberta Department of Lands 
and Mines: This was that the blast 
was not due to defects in any 
electrical apparatus. Mr. Macleod 
said his clients wanted.a little time 
to consider that admission but prob- 
ably would agree to it today 


WILL SAVE TIME 

The formal admissions were made 
to save time which otherwise would 
have been devoted to hearing evi- 
dence from several technical ex- 
perts, said Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing 
of the Alberta Supreme Court, com- 
missioner in the inquiry. 

Most of the evidence thus far has 
indicated the disaster Alberta's 
worst mining mishap since 189 men 
were killed in a blast at Hillcrest in 
1914, was caused by a gas.exPlosion. 
Many witnesses have said there was 
much fire damp or methane gas in 
the mine prior to the explosion.

Mine Workers of America, pro- 
posed the three admissions as 
coming from his clients and im- 
mediate consent to all three was 
voiced by M. M. Porter of Cal- 
gary, counsel for the mine own- 
ers, Brazeau Collieries Ltd.

Williams, a first aid expert and 
superintendent of the mine rescue 
station here for the past three 
years, also suggested while testify- 
ing that “stricter supervision” in 
the larger mines would result if 
permanent inspectors were placed 
there on a full-time basis to meke 
sure all safety rules were observed. 

At present travelling inspectors 
employed by the provincial mines 
bran¢h visit the mines periodically. 

Williams said he worked in No. 
3 seam from 1920 to 1936 and that 
“it was safe’ at that time. The 
blast occurred in No, 3, 

He said he was in bed when the 
explosion occurred Oct. 31 but hur- 
ried from his home to the mine and 
took charge of rescue operations, 

George Stewart, a fire-boss in No. 
3 seam and brother of mine man- 
ager Stewart, testified he never was 
so busy he couldn't do his duties 
properly. 

John White, a fire-boss in No, 2 
seam said he “found gas from time 


to time but never in dangerous 
quantities.” 
CORROBORATES EVIDENCE 

Zupito Damico, known as “Soupy” 
among the other miners, corrobor- 
ated the testimony given Saturday 
by Harry Westcott former fire-boss 
here, as to a conversation they had 
had. 

Damico confirmed that Westcoit

FARMERS’ BUILDING 

The need for provision of & 
Farmers’ Building in Edmonton 
and also greater parking facilities 
for farmers, and others visiting the 
city has been strenuously advocat- 
ed by the Edmonton Bulletin in 
recent months. 

Professor Burgess advocated that, 
while the long range plan is being 
developed, that for the better ac- 
commodation of farmers and others 
who periodically come to the city 
in the course of their regular busi- 
ness, investigation should be made 
of the possibility of adapting to 
their use the existing buildings 
occupying the ground between the 
present market building and 100 
street. 

“It is understood that the whole 
block of land on which the market 
stands is held by the city in trust 
on condition of its being used for 
market purposes,” Professor Bur- 
gess stated, 


RE-ELECTED CHAIRMAN 

He added that the proposed use 
of the buildings was in due fulfill- 
ment of the condition of the trusi. 

The suggestion, he continued, is 
one for temporary adoption only, 
and it would give usefu experience 
as te what would be apprecia‘ed in 
more permanent quarters which the 
city may provide in the future. 

H. Milton Martin was re-elected 
chairman for 1942, with Professor 
Burgess as vice-chairman, These 
officers with Mayor John W. Fry, 
will form the execu'ive committee 
of the commission. 


PROPOSED PLAN 

The following is the full text of 
Professor Burgess’ proposed Coun- 
try and Civic Centre;

separate accompanying letter. 


COUNTRY CENTRE 


The plan suggests a continuous 
row of buildings along the north 
side of 102 avenue, facing south- 
wards upon the market and return- 
ing for a short distance northwards 
both on 100 and 99 streets, afford- 
ing a frontage of about 700 feet. 

At the east end of these buildings 
there is indicated a Country Peo- 
| ples’ Centre in which farmers and 
others could meet for business, for 
exchange of news and views and 
for such reading and writing as oc- 
casion may require. This should at 
the same time be an information| 
centre with, probably, a bulletin|

Axis Powers Lose 
Five Million Tons 
Shipping In War 


LONDON, Jan. 14—(CP)* The 
Axis has lost nearly 5,000,000 tons 
of shipping through British sea and 
air attacks since the war began, an 
informed source said Tuesday night 
on the basis of admiralty and R.AF. 
communiques. 

Since the end of October when 
Axis losses were put at more than 
4,500,000 tons, the Royal Navy, the 
Fleet Air Arm and the R.A.F. have 
sunk or damaged more than 100 
Axis ships averaging 4,000 tons each.

Frontrline. dispatches said the 
British forces were slowly falling 
back toward the neck of the pen- 
insula, 60 miles south of Seremban, 
where the jungle wilderness nar- 
rows to 80 miles between the Ma- 
lacca Strait and the South China 
Sea.

Conscription under any other name 
means the same thing. The term is an 
honorable one, convenient, and well 
understood. Its use in Canada is some- 
what generally avoided, or evaded, be- 
cause of associations dating back to 
the First World War. But those as- 
sociations are now matters of history 
and have no bearing on the circum- 
stances of today. They do not invest 
the use of the word with critical intent, 
or make it necessary to use the more 
restrictive term “selective service’’— 
unless the idea is to “select” certain 
classes of men for military service and 
not to conscript all men and wealth. 

Under the one name or the other, 
conscription is now a subject for prac- 
tical consideration, and is certain to 
be brought into the agenda when par- 
liament meets a few days hence. Mr. 
Meighen has given notice that he will 
raise the issue, though he has not in- 
dicated what precisely he has to pro- 
pose, Whatever his scheme may be, it 
is to be noted that he is doing this 
without any sanction from the party 
whose parliamentary contingent he is 
to lead. Mr. Meighen was not chosen 
party leader at a party convention. He 
was named by a group of Conservative 
members of parliament and private 
citizens; and the committee which 
named him also decided that no party 
convention should be called. 

In strict fact Mr. Meighen therefore 
speaks for himself and his nominating 
committee only. And on the subject of 
conscription he has proposed to re- 
verse the party policy on which the 
Conservative members of parliament, 
like the Liberal members, were elected 
leas than two years ago.

In the election camp:’ 1 in the 
spring of 1940 the Government took 
the position that land forces for ser- 
vice outside Canada should’ be raised 
by voluntary enlistment. Hon. R. J.’ 
Manion, Conservative leader, took the 
same ground, The issue of voluntary 
enlistment versut conscription was not 
therefore put before the electors, and 
parliament has .no positive mandate 
one way or the other. But it is to be said 
that no general demand for compul- 
sory service was made by the voters, 
and in the one western constituency 
where that was made a plain issue the 
advocate of compulsion—Mr. Herridge 
—was Cefeated. — : 

In the circumstances then existing 
there was no immediate need and no 
discernible prospective need for adopt- 
ing conscription for oversea military 
service. The French army was stand- 
ing solid behind its Maginot line. Ger- 
many had no allies in the field. There 
was no cause to suppose the volun- 
tary system would not suffice to secure 
all the men Canada was likely to be 
called upon to send abroad. 

Our war effort has therefore been 
developed on the lines of compulsory 
home defence service but voluntary 
enlistment for service outside Canada. 
The Dominion is pledged to put its 
whole strength if needed into the defeat 
of the Axis. We have not yet attained 
that full-scale effort. But steady, 
systematic and rapid progress has 
been made toward this end. The ques- 
tion now is whether the system of 
drafting men should be applied in rais- 
ing forces for duty outside Canada as 
it is already used in raising forces for 
home defence.

Whatever grounds may be urged 
for this change, it cannot be said the 
voluntary enlistment method has 
broken down. It slumped badly last 
summer, for the obvious reason that 
Canadian forces were not engaged on 
any fighting front and were in no pros- 
pect of early engagement. But the sig- 
nificant thing is that when Japan made 
the Pacific a war zone and Canadian 
troops at Hong Kong came under fire, 
enlistment in the active army promptly 
Speeded up and is preceeding now at 
a fairly satisfactory rate. The argu- 


ment for conscription must therefore | 


be that it is a fairer method of distrib- 
uling the risks and hardships of war; 
not that Canadians have to be compel- 
led to fight when there is fighting ac- 
tually to be done, 

The entry of Japan in fact changed 


drastically the situation which existed | 


in the spring of 1940, when both major 
parties urged the voluntary enlistment 
system and the public showed no desire 
for conscription. Canada is now direct- 
ly threatened. It is no longer a war far 
away, but war in a theatre which 


not at all inconceivable that there may 
have to be a mass levy of men to pre- 


vent the enemy landing on our soil or | 


to drive him off. 

Nor is it enough that we plan a 
purely defensive war on our western 
coast, It may well be that we shall 
have to send troops in large numbers 
across the Pacific in order to do our 
fair share in striking down the menace. 
For the same reason that men are now 
enlisting voluntarily in large numbers, 
the members of parliament are no 
longer bound by the pledges of two 
years ago,

It has been suggested that before 
any such change is made, if a change

calling a general election. This was 
sound reasoning while the situation 
of 1940 existed. But that situation no 
longer exists. The life of Canada is 
now directly threatened, by an enemy 
who may appear on our coast any 
hour of any day or night. The Japan- 
ese, should they decide to invade 
British Columbia, will not wait until we 
have held a plebiscite or got through 
electing a new parliament; they will 
Strike without warning and without 
delay. The time factor alone forbids 
waiting for the returns from the poll- 
ing booths, should the menace become 
So grave as to require instant all-out ef- 
forts to raise large forces for service 
either inside or outside our borders. 


Nor is it to be overlooked that Bri- 
tain, threatened by attack, adopted a 
compulsory system, and that the Unit- 
ed States has done the same. Would 
Canada be misunderstood in Britain 
and the United States if we maintain 
the voluntary enlistment ‘method of 
raising forces for service abroad— 
even though voluntary enlistment 
should provide the full measure of sup- 
port necessary from us?

In the situation as it now stands, 
parliament will have to take the res- 
ponsibility of saying whether the cir- 
cumstances require the adoption of a 
draft system for oversea service. 
Whether that need will arise no one 
can foresee. It will be better therefore 
if every one drops his pre-conceived 
notions as to the desirability of, volun- 
tary enlistment or conscription, and 
leaves it to parliament to decide in the 
light of full information which method 
is to be employed. 

The case could not be better stated 
than it is stated by L’Action Catho- 
lique, a very influential newspaper 
eters in Quebec—which province, 
y the way, has sent three times as 
many men into Canada’s fighting 
forces in this war as it sent to the last 
one: 

“We do not know whether the 
circumstances of this war will de- 
velop to the point where conscription 
for overseas service will be neces- 
sary. When our country reaches 
that stage—if that should actually 
occur—the anti-conscriptionists will 
rally to the standard, for here, no 
one will risk allowing Canada to fall 
beneath the blows of enemies who 
respect nothing. Canadians, on 
guard against panic will not draw 
back, any more than others, before 
what supreme duty demands. Ad- 
mirers of the indomitable Churchill, 
they want to have his courage, but 
at the same time, his unwavering 
self-control as well.”

The strategy of the world war was 
planned in Berlin by German geopoliti- 
cians—planned while the rest of the world

Axis Strategy 


The Axis trac is to divert, from 
America and Britain, ships, planes, and 
even troops to the Far East, weaken the 
African and Atlantic defences and prepare 
a gigantic pincer movement on the west- 
ern hemisphere. The President has not 
been talking nonsense when he has been 
warning deaf eats for yeats about these 
They have not been secret. They 
have been discussed openly in German 
military literature. 

The next German move will, in all 
likelihood, be to northern Africa, either 
from Sicily to the French possessions of 
Tunisia, or via Spain to Spanish Morocco.

Indications All Pointing to New * 


German Offensive Somewhere 
Within a Month 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is an uneasy feeling in the air, 
perceptible only to dogs, crystal-gazers 
and journalists, that the current compla- 
cency over German defeats in Russia and 
Libya is going to come to a rude and 
startling end. 

There is a vague premonition, trans- 
latable into current slang, that something 
highly important is cook- , 
in’, that the ready Gere . 
man acceptance of disas- 
ter in Russia is a ruse 
and that the too-loudly 
expressed German ap- 
prehension over internal 
affairs is a deliberate 
trick, 

We have been too 
ready to jubilate over 
these signs of Axis weak- 
ening Ate there is a sus- 
picion that Germany is 
trying to help us into a Harold L. Welr 
false position by skilfully feeding the fires 
of our optimism. 

All this may be wrong, of course. 

It may be true that the German armies 
are exhausted, that Nazi planes are giving 
out, that the Germans are at the point of 
revolt and that the Japanese came into the 
war, not at a psychological moment of 
their own choosing and German choosing, 
but as a gesture of national hara-kiri to 
Save face. 

All these things may be true. But the 
evidence against them is piling up too 
heavily—so heavily, in fact, that it is time 
to drop our complacency and brace our- 
selves for a supreme effort against some 
new gigantic devilry. 


Trickery 


It would be absurd to say that Hitler's 
defeat in Russia is only a pretence. Hitler 
has been soundly beaten there by superior 
fighting men and superior military in- 
telligence. 

But we make our mistake in thinking 
that this defeat is either disastrous or final. 


- It is a lost campaign, not necessarily a lost 


war. 

We must remember that while we have 
been thinking, so far, in terms of cam- 
paigns and single battlefronts, the Ger- 
mans have been thinking in terms of total 
war and world-battlefronts, 

The science of geopolitik fs a German 
science, It.has to do with the conquering 
and government, not of a nation or a 
continent, but of the entire globe. The 
war game, from the German standpoint, 
is like a colossal game of chess in which 
every nation on the earth figures as a 
pawn, 

We have been content to play with a 
few counters and on a small corner of the 
board. The Germans regard every living 
soul and every square inch of terrestrial 
soi] as a factor in the game. 

Like a master chessman, Hitler has so 
disposed his armies that a defeat on no 
one battlefront, need be fatal. 


Deception 


Thus, his present deception consists, 
not in pretending a false defeat, but in 
pretending that his Russian defeat has 
finished him. There is no doubt that the 
German propaganda office has calculat- 
edly encouraged us to believe this. 

It looks now as though Hitler is pre- 
pared to write off his Russian losses, for 
the time being, and mass his forces for a 
lightning blow somewhere else. 

This is the step we must anticipate, 
This is the trickery for which we must 
watch, 


Even the firing of his generals consti- 
tutes evidence of such a plot. 

We have eagerly jumped to the con- 
clusion that these dismissals indicated 
dissension, Might jt not merely mean that 
the Nazi leader contemplates a move- 
ment of such an unorthodox nature that 
the military orthodoxy of the German 
generals is of no value in it and that it 
requires the untramelled personal direc- 
tion of that master of heterodoxy, Hitler 
himself? 

May he not be about to undertake a 
prodigious gamble in which his generals 
are unwilling or unfitted to take a part? 


- Evidence 


That the course of the war is following 
a prepared pattern is seen in the entrance 
of the Japanese at the precise time chosen 
for that entrance. ‘ 

It must be remembered that Japa 
was waiting for more than a year for the 
signal from Berlin. If Japan’s entrance 
was calculated to relieve the Russian 
pressure on the Moscow front, why was 
the Japanese effort not delivered against 
Siberia? ’ 

For it is nonsense to believe that the 
Japanese are not entirely dominated by 
Hitler. There were 45,000 German s0- 
called diplomatic and economic “experts” 
working in Tokyo at the time of the 
assault on Pearl Harbor. German pilots 
and German military and air officers par- 
ticipated in the Japanese attack. 

This close collaboration indicates pretty 
completely that Japan moved where Ger- 
many wanted her to move—which was 
against the United States, 

Reverses in Russia had already begun 
when Japan acted. Would Japan have 
plunged into the war picture at a time 
when things looked black for her ally 
except against the successful enemy? 
Would the Germans have deliberately 
dragged the United States into the war if 
they were taking their Russian defeat too 
seriously? 

The entire pattern of the Japanese- 
German collaboration points to a world 
strategy transcending the affair in Russia. 

There is good reason to believe that we 
have over-estimated the effect of the Nazi 
defeat in Russia and under-estimated the 
significance of the Japanese action. 

The arrow of danger is pointing 
bloodily somewhere else. 


American Attack 


Dorothy Thompson, as you will read 
elsewhere on this page, jeves that all 
this points towards an early attack on the 
North American continent. 

She believes that Hitler will push to- 
wards this hemisphere in February or 
March. 

She believes he will seduce Spain, not 
only for the purpose of getting at Gibral- 
tar and Portugal, as jumping-off places 
for an assault on the United States and 
Canada, but for the sake of invoking the 
Spanish tradition in South Africa and 
baulking United States efforts to create 
an anti-Axis bloc there, 

This is Miss Thompson’s view. One can 
take it or leave it. 

But one must not ignore the fact that 
it is widely shared by many _ intelligent 
Americans, notably the President of the 
United States himself. : 

Mr. Roosevelt is commander-in-chief of 
the American navy. The behavior of that 
navy reflects Mr. Roosevelt's beliefs. 

One can gain an idea of Mr. Roose- 
velt's notion as to where the danger lies 
when one knows that the bulk of the Am- 
erican’ fleet still guards the Atlantic and 
that the reason go little is heard of Amer- 
ican naval operations in the Pacific is that 
only a skeleton fleet is on duty there. 

The Japanese war is only a sideshow 
compared to what is coming up on the 
Atlantic,

Plan Of Assault 


Imagine the situation! Spanish Falan- 
gists and German and Italian Fascists 
creating trouble in Latin America, and a 
German air fleet, from South Atlantic 
bases in striking distance to South Amer- 
ica. On the other side, in the South Paci- 
fic, the Japanese capable of attacking the 
Dutch East Indies and perhaps New Zea- 
land, and from there in striking distance 
from the Chilean coast! 

This picture jis not exaggerated. This 
has been the intention, The victory of the 
extremists in Germany over the more 
cautious military commanders, resulting 
in Hitler taking sole command, would 
seem to indicate that another immense 
gamble is imminent. Actually, it was 
planned for February or March of this 
year, 

So far the only assets against it are 
Russia and China, Military minds in Ber- 
lin and Tokyo must fear diverting too 
many of their forces from Russia and 
China. That apprehension probably con- 
tributed to the quarrel between Hitler and 
the generals who have been conducting 
the campaign in Russia. 

The Axis aim is not only to get raw 
materials from the Eastern Pacific pos- 
sessions that supply us, but to prevent us 
from getting them similarly, the immed- 
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ijate aim in South America is to cause 
trouble in the Western Hemisphere, and 
disorganize Latin America as a source of 
raw materials, And, of course, it is hoped, 
by means of direct threat from without, 
and the gargantuan fifth column from 
within, to terrorize Latin America into a 
policy of neutrality and appeasement. 
Colonial States 

In the long run, it would mean the re- 
conquest of Latin America by Europe and 
the creation of new colonial states. From 
the beginning, the European end of the 
Axis has regarded Latin America as the 
treasure trove and storage house of the 
New Order in Kurope. 

The Latin-American populations, who 
in the eyes of the Nazis are “mongrels,” 
are considered fit for servitude only, under 
a few Gauleiters from the upper classes— 
or perhaps not even they; first rank Gau- 
leiters in ay case would be the “Nordic” 
element—that is to say, the German popu- 


* lation, 


Now, in this moment, what the United 
States must do, if it is to make politics on 
the grand seale, is to make no specific 
politics for Latin America, but to raise the 
banner for the liberation of all peoples, of 
all colors, and of all races, from serfdom 
and oppression throughout this globe. 

And not only to raise the banner but to 
mean it, 

We cannot oppose Hitler's world idea 
of modern feudalism under a master racé 
of Knights, with petty Metternichism. This 
war is a revolutionary war—the new 
American revolutionary war for independ- 
ence and freedom on a global scale. The 
asset that we have, transcending al] other 
assets, is the fury of the people of the 
world, And what we lose in Singapore or 
elsewhere can eventually be rewon by a 
revolutionary people’s war all over the 
globe.

Comes From All Points 


WHITECOURT, — The season's’ 
flow of timber products into White- 
court is well underway. ‘This im- 
portant material is coming in to the 
railway and lumber yards from 
north, south, east and west. 

Trucks drawing from the Blue 
Ridge district are bringing in deck 


Joads only, but those bringing in 


ties and lumber from the north and 
west on hauls 20 miles and over, 
are trailing huge sleighs which 
more than triple the deck capacity 
per trip. 

The log haulers load their deck 
boxes with sand to give traction 
weight and haul two or three of the 
monstrous sleighs which, with their 
16-foot bunks, will hold an average 
of 100 logs or more each. 

At least eleven mills of varying 
capacities are now operating in va- 
rious berths in the district, while 
seven others are being set up or 
having timber drawn to them. This 
does not include mills in the Blue 
Ridge area or the Western Con- 
struction and Lumber Co's big mill 
at which huge decks of logs are 
now being stacked up for next 
summer's cut.

This decision to abandon the badly-advised plan of eliminating 
all intercollegiate sport for the duration of the war will undoubtedly 
meet with the hearty approval of all students. 


Canadian universities have one great weakness—they do not seem 
to appreciate the fact that properly directed sport is one of the greatest 
character building forces at their disposal. Neither do they seem to 
realize that physical strength and fitness is one of the greatest assets 
a man can have 

A brilliant student with a weak, ailing body is like a fine piece of 
machinery without any power to activate it Any accomplishment, 
mental or material, requires the expenditure of energy. What js the use 
of equipping a man with a finely trained brain and not seeing to it 
that he also has the energy needed to get maximum results from that 
brain? 


New Field For Physical Directors 

HERE is a proper balance between the time that should be devoted to 
T the development of physical strength and energy and to the devel- 
opment of thinking ability. So far our colleges have been proceeding on 
the assumption that the physical side will take care of itself. Ithey do 
not seem to realize that a man who is really in the pink of physical con- 
dition has an abundance of energy in him that makes work a pleasure” A 
tough problem that another person wants to shy away from is an in- 
triguing challenge to him. 


Here lies the field that physical directors will have to work in 
more and more. The time will likely come when the director of 
physical education at a university will be required to see to it that 
every student is kept at the peak of physical fitness during his 
college years and taught how to stay that way after graduation. 


Sports will play a major role in achieving this standard of fitness; 
but in many cases strength ana energy building exercises will also have 
to be given in the gym. To keep a man or woman bubbling over with 
vim and vigor is a delicate problem that needs a lot more study than it 
has been given in the past. Too strenuous a routine brings staleness and 
puts too great a strain on the body. The student then leaves his energy in 
the gym instead of taking it with him. Diet, rest and differences in in- 
dividual needs must also be taken into consideration, 

Many students need specially devised -corrective exercises for some 
particular weakness of under-development. This means that every 
student will have to be checked over at least once a year and assigned 
physical training that fits his needs. He can't be allowed to go ahead 
willy-nilly with whatever sport or exercises he fancies for he will in- | 
stinctively avoid the very thing that he needs most since this will be his | 
weakness and require the greatest effort. 


Balls of Fire or Totterers? 
Wee it not be better to graduate classes of men and women who 
are virile, vigorous and one hundred per cent physically fit than to 
graduate classes of which oDly a small fraction are in dynamic physical 
condition? 


This could be accomplished with comparitively little trouble if 
university heads would stop looking down their noses at their physi- 
cal directors and give them full recognition as major factors in 
fashioning graduates that will be credits to the institution. Given 
full support and co-operation, physical directors of Canadian colleges 
could give this country the most dynamic generations it has ever 
known, 


Graduates who have had four years of proper physical training would 
be balls of fire, itching to tackle the toughest problems and jobs with | 
courage end optimism. Under our present system, the graduate is often 
barely able to totter away with his diploma, He has acquired a certain 
mount of knowledge but it does not include the secret of how to keep 
himself fired with the driving power to make the most of what he has 
learned,

Pioneer Passes 


Andrew S. Shandro 


A. S. Shandro, 
Former M.LA., 
Passes In City 


Prominent Alberta Liberal in 
this part of the province since 
the turn of the century, Atdrew 
8, Shandro, 201 Williamson block, 
died Tuesday night in a city hos- 
pital. Born April 3, 1886, he was 
in his 55th year, and came here 
from his. native Russ-Banilla, 
Bukowina, then Austria, in 1898. 
The town of Shandro, Alta., was 
named for his family. 

Entering public service early in 
his career, Mr. Shandro was home- 
stead inspector from 1907 to 1910. 
In 1913 he was chosen Liberal 
M.L.A. for the Whitford constitu- 
ency and retained that position un- 
til 1921. In business life, he took 
an active part in real estate and 
machinery work, and operated a 
passenger agency. He was the 
sponsor of an European tour in 
1930, and since 1936 has been farm- 
ers’ agent at board of review hear- 
ings. 

At the time he was elected to the 
legislature, he was the youngest 
member ever named in this pro- 
vince and was the first native of 
Central Europe to be elected to 
any parliamen tin Canada. He had 
taken a prominent part in Liberal 
circles in Edmonton since taking 
up residence here in 1920. 

Relatives said he was taken ill 
last August, but appeared on the 
way to recovery when death came. 

Predeceased by his wife 25 years 
ago, his survivors are four sons: 
Stephen at Camrose, Nick at Shan- 
dro, Alta, John of Mayo, Y.T., and 
Thomas, a member of the editorial 
staff of The Bulletin; three daugh- 
ters: Mrs. H. Landsman and Mrs. 
M. Grant of Edmonton, and Olga of 
Vancouver; five brothers: Alex of 
Shandro, John of Duvernay, Harry 
and Steve of Edmonton, and Wil- 
liam of Willingdon; two. sisters: 
Mrs. J. Stogre of Kaleland, and 
Mrs. S. M. Fedoruk of Willingdon.

soon will be more than a rhyme, 
government sources indicated Mon- 
day. It will be close to the truth. 

As war priorities make them- 
pelves felt, store deliveries are due 
to be decreased and this means 
housewives more and more will 
have to fetch their food from stores 
and market places, it was said. 

Not, incidentally, that there will 
be many fat pigs to be bought. 
Most of these go to Britain, But 
other goods, usually delivered, will 
have to be carried. 

“There are plenty of sunprises in 
store for all of us, many of them 
will directly affect the home and 
they will come in 1942,” said one 
government spokesman discussing 
wartime economy.

The most recent government rub- 
ber order prohibiting the purchase 
of new tires or tubes for trucks 
used in making deliveries to pri- 
vate homes leaves no doubt that 
the government considers many of 
the services housewives now enjoy 
as non-essential. 

Clear-cut warning thal bakeries 
will be asked to curtail present ser- 
vices has been given by W. H. Har- 
rison, bakery administrator. 

“Tt will be necessary to control 
deliveries,” he said in a recent 
statement suggesting they might be 
cut to three times a week instead 
of daily.

Leg Paint Again In Vogue 
With British Silk Scarcity 


LONDON, Jan. 4° -(CP)—Scarce 
silk stockings are as precious as 
pearls to the women of Britain, 

Since a year ago when they were 
taken off the home market for ex- 
port to Australia and New Zealand, 
the Board of Trade has released alto- 
gether only 6,000,000 pairs for sale. 
That was a mere drop in the bucket 
compared to pre-war sales of 78,000,- 
000 pairs yearly. 

The first release consisted of sub- 
standard and -less-popular colored 
stockings unsuitable for export. The 
latest batch available to home mar- 
kets was a mixture of silk and a 
small percentage of rayon. 

Most of the stockings were ser- 
vice weight and only a few of fine 
quality. The prices ranged from the 
equivalent of $1,57 for the heavier 
to $2.25 for the finer. Those prices 
compared with pre-war prices of 
$1.35 a pair for silk stockings of ex- 
cellent quality, 


DIDN'T WEAR THEM 

Because of the scarcity, many girls 
discarded stockings last summer ex- 
cept for formal occasions. Some 
painted their legs with a tan water- 
proof liquid gpecially made for that 
purpose. Done neatly and carefully, 
the color produced a good, stocking- 
like effect, particularly with the 
addition of a pencil line drawn down 
the back of the leg in imitation of a 
stocking seam. 

Leg painting was discouraged 
somewhat by employers who frown- 
ed on female members of their staffs 
who went te work stockingless even 
though legs were neatly painted. 

Slacks, first considered practical 
for wear for civilian defence work 
and fire-watching during air raids, 
became more in evidence when 
government officers announced 
there would be no objection to fe- 
male employees wearing them to 
work, 

But at no time did slacks make 
as much of a hit in the city as 
stocking-saving wear as they did 
in the country. Women who didn't 


like slacks and went stockingless in 
the warm season turned to rayon) 
and cotton stockings when it got 
Cold: Rayon is a little more ex- 
pensive than the average quality, 
pre-war silk stocking. A pair of 
service weight rayon stockings cost 
between $1.10 and $1.35 a pair, and 
those of better quality a little more. 


COTTON POPULAR 
Fine cotton stockings are just as 
popular as rayon because they fit/ 


snugly and wear well. Their dur- 
ability is a big consideration since! 
out of a total of 66 clothes coupons 
allowed yearly, two have to be 
given up for each pair of stockings. 
Fine cotton stockings sell at about| 
the same price as rayon. 

They are not always easy to get 
because manufacturers are allowed 
to make only a small percentage of 
fully-fashioned rayon and cotton 
stockings. Under the Utility Cloth- 
ing Plan, seamless rayon stockings 
must be manufactured for sale at 
a 55-cent price. One digression 
from the uniform style of leg-wear 
is the ribbed or plain thick cotton 
stockings in shades to match blouse 
or accessories of a frock

Dix Says: 


Tt is said that Herbert Spencer, 
I|the great Victorian scientist, always 
carried in his pocket a pair of ear- 
muffs that he would clap on when 
any one dared to differ with him 
on any subject, in order to shut out 
their voices. Isn't that @ grand 
idea, and wouldn't you like to have 
some? When you think of it, it is 
amazing how far-reaching and be- 
neficent are the 
possibilities of this 
homely little 
gadget. Indeed, it 
is not too much 
to say that, prop- 
erly adjusted and 
used, it is capable 
of solving almost 
all of the prob- 
lems that vex hu- 
manity. For one 
Dorothy Diz thing, its ability 
to promote happiness almost spag 
gers the imagination, for who of us 
could be miserable or even down- 
hearted in a world that so far as 
we knew was giving us the glad 
hand and singing our praises?

When home economic instructors 
write out their favorite recipes, 
housewives are in for good eating. 
Eleanor Johnston just had her re- 
cipe accepted by “What's New in 
Home Economics,” a professional 
publication. So did Belle Mayer. 


FRUIT NUT BREAD 
(Eleanor Johnson) 

One-half cup dried apricots, 2 
cups flour, 14 teaspoon salt, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, % teaspoon 
soda, 1 large orange, boiling water, 
% cup raisins, 1 cup sugar, 2 table- 
spoons butter, melted, 1 egg, beaten, 
% cup nut meats, cut fine, 1 tea- 
spoon vanilla, 

Cover apricots with water (about 
1 cup); soak half an hour. Sift flour 
and measure; sift again with salt, 
baking powder, and soda. Squeeze 
juice from orange into a cup and 
set aside. Put apricots, orange rind 
and raisins through coarse blade 
of food chopper. Add enough boil- 
ing water to orange juice to make 
one cup, then. pour, over ground 
fruit Add sugar and melted butter 
and mix well. Add beaten egg, and 
blend. Add sifted dry ingredients, 
stirring until just combined. Then 
stir in nuts and vanilla, Pour batter 
into a greased loaf pan 9” x 5” x 
2%". Bake in slow oven (300 deg. 
F.) for one hour, then remove from 
pan and place on cake rack to cool. 


GRAHAM CRACKER 
FUDGE COOKIES 
(Makes 2 dozen 14-inch squares) 
(Belle Mayer) 

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late (2 ounces), 4% cup evaporated 
milk diluted with % cup water, 2 
cups Sugar, teaspoon salt, 1 
tablespoon butter, 24 marshmal- 
lows, 1 cup nut meats, cut fine, 2 
cups graham cracker crumbs (about 
% pound), | teaspoon vanilla. 

Melt chocolate in saucepan over 
a low heat. Add milk diluted with 
water, sugar, and salt. Stir only 
until sugar dissolves. Cook until 
syrup will form a soft ball when 
dropped into cold water (236 deg. 
F.). Then stir until melted marsh- 
mallows and buiter are well-blend- 
ed with syrup. Add nuts, cracker 
crumbs, and vanilla and mix well 
Pack into a well-greased, shallow, 
8-inch square pan: Chill in refrig- 
erator several hours. Cut into 1% 
inch squares.

in line with good physical conditior 
Tt goes with a normal amount o 
exercise. 

Miss Marble recommends walk- 
ing, bicycling, skating, skiing, alt 
outdoor sports, including tennis. 
Get as much ouldoor exercise as 
you can squeeze into your pfo- 
gram. You should make it a rule 
to walk at least three miles a day 
in addition to your sports hobby. 

But these are busy times and the 
average woman needs a compact 
set of calisthenics to keep her in 
trim. Here is a quartet that will 
tone the abdominal muscles, firm 
the waist, trim the hips, and keep 
you young and supple 
TO FIRM THE MIDRIFF 

Position: Lying on back on floor 
with feet elevated on footstool or 

seat of low chair. 

Movement: Raise the hips off the 
floor unti] the body is in @ straight 
line from chest to toes. Hold for a 
second, then lower slowly. As soon 
as you can do this rhythmically, 
make it more efficient by swinging 
arms up from the sides and back on 
floor beyond the head. Do this as 
hips are raised. Swing arms back 
down at sides as hips are lowered. 
The important thing throughout the 
exarcise is the upward pull of the 
abdonimal muscles. Do not arch 
the back. Repeat 12 times, gradu- 
ally increasing to 25. 


TO TRIM THE WAIST 

Position: Lying on back on floor, 
knees flexed and feet on floor, 
hands clasped overhead on floor. 

Movement: Try to keep the shoul- 
ders and smal] of the back on the 
floor as you twist at the waist to 
rest alternate thighs on floor. Do 
the exercise slowly and forcibly, 
concentrating on the twist at the 
waist, 

TO TONE HIP MUSCLES 

Position: Lying face down on 
floor, head pillowed on folded arms, 
legs straight down. 

Movement: Slowly raise leg from 
hip high in air. Keep knee straight. 
Slowly lower to floor and repeat 
with other leg. Continue for 10 
counts, later on 25. 


TO KEEP SUPPLE 

Position: Stand with feet parallel 
and slightly apart. hands clasped on 
top of head. Have hips stiil 
throughout movement, but have 
arms and shoulders relaxed to avoid 
tension. 

Movement: Bend sideward until 
you feel a pull all along the outer 
curve of the waist. Keep body in 
perfect alignment as you bend. 
Don't let hips or abdomen jut out- 
Return to erect position, relax, and 
bend to opposite side Repeat 10 
cqunis, later 20.

Loggers Are Scarce 
Due To Enlistments 
Operators Report 


Scarcity of loggers due to enlist- 
ments was reported by mill oper- 
ators who said that, if the shortage 
of workers continues, it may reduce 
the lumber output of this area by 
about 20 per cent this winter, com- 
Pared with last winter.

An official of the unemployment 
insurance commission stated that 
loggers were scarce but there ap- 
peared to be plenty of bushmen. 


Corporations’ 
Tax Payments 
To Be Deferred 


To avoid possible remission of 
1942 corporation taxes, the Al- 
berla government will not request 
companies to pay corporation and 
income taxes which ordinarily be- 
come due at the beginning of the 
year until the question of sratify- 
ing the Dominton-provincial tax 
agreement has been dealt with 
by the legislature, it was an- 
nounced Wednesday by Premier 
William Aberhart. 


If the legislature at its forthcom- 
ing session ratifies the proposed 
agreement for vacation of the in- 
come and corporation tax fields for 
the duration of the war, the prov- 
ince will not collect the income 
and corporation taxes which other- 
wise would be due and payable in 
1942. 

The premier’s statement said that, 
if and when the agreement is rati- 
fied by the legislative assembly, 
the government would be required 
to remit to companies any of the 
1942 corporation taxes which they 
had already paid, 

Text of the premier’s announce- 
ment is as follows; 

FOREGOES COLLECTION 

Under the agreement proposed 
by the Dominion government the 
province is required to forego the 
collection of taxes payable under 
the Alberta Corporations Taxation 
Act, for the duration of the war. 
This agreement will be under con- 
sideration at the next session of the 
legislature. If the legislation neces- 
sary to implement the agreement 
is approved by the provincial leg- 
islature at the coming session the 
province will not collect any cor- 
poration and income taxes due, 
payable in the year 1942. 

In view of these circumstances 
corporation tax assessr»nt notices 
for the year 1942 have not been 
sent out by the provincial depart- 
ment. Corporations however have 
been sent the usual notices to file 
their annual statements under the 
Alberta Companies Act. 


WOULD REMIT TAXES 


It is pointed out that, if and 
when the agreement is ratified by 
the legislative assembly, the gov- 
ernment would be required to re- 
mit the companies any of the 1942 
corporation taxes which they have 
already been paid. So to avoid this 
unnecessary work and expense it 
has been deemed advisable not to 
request the companies to pay cor- 
poration and income taxes which, 
ordinarily, become due at the be- 
ginning of the year, until the ques- 
tion of ratifying the Dominion- 
provincial agreement has been dealt 
with at the coming session. 

In respect to income taxes for 
the year 1941 the following returns 
will not be required: 

1—Return of income required 
from trustees, executors, adminis- 
trators, assignees, receivers or per- 
sons acting in a fiduciary capacity. 
Forms 3 and 3A. 

2—Return by employers. Forms 
No. 4 and 4A. 

3—Return of dividends of cor- 
porations. Forms No. 5 and 5A. 

4.—Return of interest on bonds, 
notes, mortages, loans, ele, and 
gross royalties, net royalties, rents, 
annuities and other fixed and deter- 
i amounts. Forms No, 18 and 

5—Returns of income by individ- 
uals and corporations, with the 
exception of corporations whose 
fiscal years end during the calendar 
year 1941, in which case thee cor- 
poration will file a return of in- 
come for the full fiscal year and 
pay tax in the proportion that the 
number of days of such fiscal period 
in the calendar year 1940 bears to 
the total number of days of such 
fiscal period

A chronic catarrhal 
tion of the membrane lining the 
nose is,called catarrh by the lay- 
man, and termed rhinitis by the 
physician. In this disorder the 
mucous membrane becomes inflam- 
ed and swollen and there is an 
increased throwing out of mucus, 
as a result of continued irritation. 

The blood vessels become s‘retch- 
ed and their walls are softened 
while the membrane itself may 
thicken or harden. The nose feels 
stopped up, or obstructed, because 
of the combination of the changes 
in the membrane and the increased 
discharge of mucus. At the start, 
this discharge may be thin and 
watery, but later on it may become 
thick. being hard to remove even 
by vigorous blowing of the nose. 

The patient may complain of a 
feeling of fullness in the nose or 
between the eves. A dull headache 
may develop. When the patient goes 
to bed at night, the side of the nose 
next to the pillow becomes clogged 
up, so that he iseunable to breathe 
through one nostril: 

The sense of smell is often lost 
when a patient has chronic nasal 
eatarrh and the patient may state 
that his food does not taste as good 
as it used to taste. ° 

The patient with chronic catarrh 
needs a general treatment to in- 
crease the health of the entire body. 
A systematic treatment is usualiy 
the most effective aid in removing 
the irritation which has caused the 
abnormal condition of the mucous 
membrane. In addition, suitable 
local treatment may be required. 

I find that the diet treatment is 
quite important in. banishing 
chronic catarrh and some change in 
the dietetic habits of the patient 
is generally necessary if a lasting

SMARTLY CUT 

Smartly cut, quite like the jack- 
ets and slacks worn by officers, 
even to the brass-buckled cloth belt, 
the new uniforms, issue of which is 
expected to be made early in 
March, are tailored in regulation 
khaki serge. The tie to be worn wth 
the new uniform is a beech brown 
in color and collar-pins form part 
of the issue. Black socks, finer than

Public Schools 
ls Improved 


Attendance at public schools in 
Edmonton has “turned the cor- 
her and is now on the up-grade”, 
it was reported by Supt. Ross 8. 
Sheppard, at a meeting of the 
school board Tuesday night in 
the Civic block, Chairman A. E. 
Ottewell presided. 

Mr. Sheppard told the Board that, 
following a steadily growing de- 
crease in attendance at city schools 
over a period of six years, the de- 
crease in attendance during the 
past two years has been on a di- 
minishing scale. 

Decrease in 1941 as against that 
in the previous year was 279, in- 
cluding an increase in the inter- 
mediate schools of 43, and decreases 
of 217 and 105 in the High and Ele- 
mentary schools, respectively, To- 
tal attendance in 1941 was 14,595 
against 14,874 in the previous year. 


TO USE PLAYGROUND 


On recommendation of the pro- 
perty committee, the board approv- 
ed the use of the McKay Avenue 
school playrooms by the 2nd Batt. 
Edmonton Fusiliers four nights a 
week commencing Jan. 12. The 
caretakers of the schoo] have vol-

During the past year, 4,207 
children in Edmonten public 
schools received complete phy- 
sical examinations, and 8,607 had 
medical inspection by doctors and 
nurses, it was reported by Dr. G. | 
E. Swallow, medical inspector of | 
schools, at a meeting Tuesday 
night of the school board. | 
Of the students examined, 3,778 
were found to have physical defects, 
and 9,093 were free from obvious 
defects. Dr, Swallow reported that 
2.306 children’ were treated by their 
own doctors 
Of those examined by the doc- 

tors, underweight students at 
schools during the year numbered 
919, of the 1,688 students with de- 
fects which included eye, nose and 
throat, hearing and miscellaneous 
defects, Nurses, in their examina- 
tions, found 138 underweight stu- 
dents of the 362 defective ones. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 

In the complete physical examina- 
tions, 2.342 defects were found, with 
malnutrition accounting for - 667. 
Cases treated amounted to 2,306 

In the dental survey. it was re- 
ported that 6,161 students were 
examined, 15,777 defective per- 
manent teeth and 13,667 defective 
temporary teeth were reported 
and 2,294 operations performed.

Mr. Ottewell was born April 12, 
1848, in Lincolnshire, Eng., and was 
brought by his parents to this coun- 
try when he was only six weeks old. 
His boyhood was spent at Wiarton, 
near London, Ont., at a time in the 
development of Canada, when any 
high-spirited youngster would find 
ample outlet for his energies. 

His capture in 1869 by support- 
ers of the rebel Louis Riel was 
one of his first adventures, and 
one that led directly to his west- 
ward trek. On that occasion he 
Was taken prisoner, court-martial- 
led and given six hours to get out 
of Winnipeg, then Fort Garry. 

| Coming west, he settled on the 
| banks of the Saskatchewan river. 

His settlement was soon the focal 
point for other adventurers and 
the district became known as 
Clover Bar. 

He was a prominent member of 
the Northern Alberta Pioneers and 
Old-Timers’' Association and his 
death brought memories of a close 
friendship into the hearts of many 
other members of that historic or- 
ganization, He was widely known 
among pioneer residents in all parts 
of the province.
